Mao Tse-tung was a revolution- 
ist in 191l1—six years before the 
Marxists in Russia were able to 


get going. Yet Stalin treated 
him with contempt and, for more 
than 20 years, attempted to frus- 
trate Mao. 


1. In 1923 Mao publicly was sub- 
jected to a severe reprimand by 
Stalin for political deviation. This 
is the sin for which thousands in 
Russia and China have paid 
with their lives. The Soviets then 
had agents in China. They insist- 
ed the revolution begin in the 
cities with the workers leading it. 
Mao refused. It must, he said, 
begin with the peasants. Once 
they were in revolt the cities, he 
said, would dry up and fall off 
the vine. 


2. In 1927 Stalin was working 
through Comintern agents Roy 
and Borodin. He ordered them to 
ignore Chiang Kai-shek, who was 
then cooperating with Moscow, 
and raise an all-Communist force 
to begin revolution. Mao was re 
garded as an unstable force. It 
is on record that Roy desagibed 
Mao as a sgsaboteur of revolu- 
tion and an “‘opportunist’’ who 
dreamed of “setting up republics 
in the wilderness.”’ Stalin's order 
was shown to Chiang’s General 
Wang. He promptly told Chiang. 
He in turn began to arrest and 
kill known Communists, being 
aware the power struggle was on. 
Mao, Chou En-lai and others had 
to flee as the Chiang revolution 
of 1927 got under way. Mao's 
wife was among those executed.

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Another, Challenge 
Now Faces GEA 


The Georgia Education Assn., which 
has supported and won so many battles 
for teachers and the schools, has been a 
major factor in securing vast improve- 
ments in state backing for education. 


As a result, Georgia now ranks fifth 
in the nation in percentage of revenue 
for elementary and secondary schools 
from state government. Of the total school 
bill, 72 per cent comes from the state and 
53 per cent of the total state budget 
goes for education. Per capita state con- 
tributions are 12th in the country. 

But on the other side of the coin, the 
state ranks 46th in local support of pub- 
lic schools. Largely as a result, Georgia's 
estimated current expenditure per pupil 
finds us in 45th place in the nation. And 
examination of the system, county by 
county, shows why. Many counties de- 
pend almost entirely upon state aid which 
averaged $148 per pupil in 1957-58. 
Thanks to only a few systems, the state 
average per-pupil expenditure—state and 
local—has reached about $208. 


It is highly encouraging, therefore, to 
note the GEA is now turning its atten- 
tion to tax equalization on a state-wide 
basis as a means of improving school 
financing. At least it has offered co- 
operation with a legislative committee 
studying inequities in property evalua- 
tions in the state. 

Until these inequities are corrected, at 
least insofar as possible, the GEA can 
never realize its ambitious program for 
schools. The General Assembly, which 
has gone almost all the way in meeting 
-the state’s obligations, cannot finance the 
needed teacher pay raises and capital im- 
provement needs without a whopping tax 
increase at the state level. 

Those communities which have faced 
up to their responsibilities locally are not 
in much of a mood to further subsidize 
the others who give lip service to educa- 
tion but who look to the state to foot the 
entire bill. DeKalb countians, who yes- 
terday voted an 11-million-dollar bond is- 
sue for new construction, will be less than 
sympathetic with a system which in prac- 
tice penalizes growing school districts. 

Economic conditions and property val- 
ues do vary in various counties and sec- 
tions of the state. This should be taken 
into due account. But what possible ex- 
cuse can there be for property evalua- 
tions of no more than 5 to 6 per cent of 
actual value? How can state funds be al- 
located fairly under such a system? 

The GEA should throw its full sup- 
port behind this move for more local sup- 
port of schools. Education and all other 
services depend on more realistic prop- 
erty tax evaluations.

Will Patrol and Courts 
Equal New Highways? 


The voice of the bulldozers may not 
have been too audible in the land but 
just the same the giant scrapers and the 
equipment that goes with them have been 
at work. 

On Friday of this week at Ashburn 
the longest completed section of Inter- 
state Highway 75 will be dedicated. This 
is 37 miles of the four-lane, limited- 
access route in Tift and Turner counties.

Atlanta Compares Well 


In Government Costs 


Tax-conscious Atlantans will be re- 
lieved to learn that their city govern- 
ment is one of the lowest in the nation 
in tax collections and general expendi- 
tures. Especially should this be noted now 
that the Board of Aldermen has approved - 
a 35-per cent increase in business license 
. fees. : 

According to a survey of 36 cities 
in the population bracket of-250,000 to 
1,000,000 by the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, Atlanta stood 28th last year 
among them in tax take last year and 
27th in general spending. 

While the increase In taxes collected 
in Atlanta in the past decade adds up 
to 62 per cent, the hike is much less 
than in most similar cities. Its low rate 
of gain is 25th among the 36 cities 
studied. It is somewhat difficult, in fact, 


to figure how the city has been able to 
meet the problems of growth while hold- 
ing the line on spending.

the Atlanta field office of the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce, may be found in 
the growth of the city’s indebtedness. 
nny has increased in 10 years from 
$27,081,000 to $87,575,000—233 per cent. 
Here is reflected the whopping con- 
struction program of streets, schools, 
expressways and similar improvements. 

But the city has been able to hold 
the line with careful fiscal planning and 
management. While services in some 
categories have suffered—the police de- 
partment being a notable example—citi- 
zens should take note that their tax bills 
reflect it. If we want more services, 
they must be paid for.

Because the police department is made 
to look foolish and students of good rep- 
utation have been embarrassed, we trust 
the court which hears the student coffee- 
house case will dismiss all concerned 
with proper admonition not to operate a 
coffee house without a license.

3. Providing housing suited to 
the needs of older persons and at 
prices they can afford to pay.

5. Stepping up research designed 
to relieve old age of its burden of 
sickness, mental breakdown and 
social ostracism.

The make-up of the delegation 
which Prime Minister Khrushchev 
took to Peiping showed that his 
purpose was more than ceremoni- 
al. It showed that he was intent 
upon the most serious discussions 
with the Chinese on: 

1—China’s involvements in the 
Laos fighting and her deteriorat- 
ing relations with India, both of 
which run counter to and would, 
in fact, serve to nullify Mr. K.’s 
avowed wish to cut back the cold 
war. 

2—A reexamination of Soviet 
economic assistance to China 
which, though Red China pays for 
everything it gets from Moscow, 
is a drain on the Soviet economy. 

3—And most important of all 
because it goes to the heart of 
the “fraternal trust’ — or lack of 
it — between the only two real 
powers in the Communist camp, 
Premier Khrushchev’s urgent 
wish, bordering on determina- 
tion, to keep Red China from ac- 
quiring nuclear weapons. 

This under-surface dissonance 
between the Soviet and Chinese 
Communists has been building.

The recent visit to this country of the pre 
mier of Soviet Russia made many of us re- 
think our basic convictions regarding our own

shchev’s arrival in the United 
States and during the first days of 
his visit, top Kremlin diplomats 
in Western capitals and some of 
the officials in the Khrushchev 
party were busy on their own 
meeting with their Western coun- 
terparts. They spoke of Soviet dis- 
approval of the Chinese Commun- 
ist actions in Tibet and said that 
Peiping was on the wrong foot in 
provoking border clashes with 
India. 

The most tell-tale evidence of 
basic policy differences between 
Moscow and Peiping emerge from 
the Soviet position on disarma- 
ment and control of nuclear pro- 
duction and tests. The Chinese 
Communists want nothing s0 
much as to get their hands on 
nuclear weapons. The Soviets want 
nothing so much as to keep Chin- 
ese Communist hands off nuclear 
weapons — no doubt for their own 
peace of mind. 

For months Khrushchev has 
been personally promulgating sug- 
gestions — planting an interview 
here, dropping a hint there — that 
there ought to be an atom-free 
zone in Asia (significantly includ- 
ing Red China) along the lines of 
the Rapacki Plan for an atom- 
free zone in Central Europe. 

I wonder what reason the Chin- 
ese Communists think the Soviets 
have for not wanting them to ac- 
quire nuclear weapons. They 
might think that the Soviets don't 
trust them — and vice versa. 
What I am reporting is that such 
doubts are now becoming visible.

Then having compared the fa- 
miliar surroundings with other 
places, we come to a new appreci- 
ation of our own.

LONDON (‘(UPI)—Sir Winston 
Churchill said Tuesday’ night he 
believed that the West was nearer 
to having “‘positive and fruitful 
negotiations” with the Soviet 
Union than it had been for a long 
time. 


In one of his rare foreign pol. 
icy speeches,- the 84-year-old 
Churchill said that the ‘‘supreme 
issue’’ of peace or war loomed 
over all of Britain's domestic 
problems. 


The former prime minister 
spoke to a campaign audience as 
Britain's most closely fought gen- 
eral election in years moved to- 
ward a photo-finish with both Con- 
servatives and opposition Labor- 
jies predicting victory.

“The great goal of all nations,’ 
Churchill said, “is to reach an 
agreement for comprehensive dis 
armament embracing weapons of 
all kinds and, above all, central 
ized by an effective system of in- | 
ternational inspection and con 
trol.”’

is turned away from the earth. 


In announcing the takeoff of 
the rocket to the world Sunday, 
Tass science correspondent 
Evgeniy Boboyavlenskiy said the 
“interplanetary station’’ — which 
the Russians call it—would ‘‘for 
the first time photograph the re- 
verse and so far unseen side of 
the moon.” 


Tuesday a Tass spokesman said 
the statement that the neither side 
of the moon would be photo- 
graphed “represented the indi- 
vidual belief of one of our cor- 
respondents.” 


The Tass spokesman said the 
agency could neither confirm nor 
deny that Lunik III was carrying 
a camera. Nor has there been 
anything definite in the Soviet 
press to the effect a camera was 
aboard. 


A spokesman for the Moscow 
planetarium said that “in princi- 
ple it is possible there is a cam- 
era on Lunik III.”" But he could 
not say “‘positively”’ this was so. 


The immediate future of the 
Lunik also was cloudy. 


A Russian scientist said Monday 
night the rocket was given a 
speed designed to carry it on a 
cigar-shaped course around the 
earth and moon but there was no 
mention of this in the Tass an- 
nouncement this evening.

One of the most common criti- 
cisms made by patients of their 
doctors is that they preach but 
don’t practice their preachings. 
Dryden said of the man who both 
preached and practiced: ‘His 
preaching much, but more his 
practise wrought; a living ser- 
mon of the truths he taught.” 
That is, of course, the ideal to 
which doctors should aspire. 


But doctors, like other human 
beings, are beset with frailties 
and though they usually try to 
rid their patients of their frail- 
ties, they sometimes (perhaps 
often fail with themselves. 


They frequently have to for- 
bid their patients to smoke or 
drink and when the patient sees 
the doctor indulging in these 
habits (I was about to call them 
pleasant vices, but refrained), 
the patient says, “He preaches 
but does not practice, so why 
should I!’’ Often the doctor has 
no particular reason for abstain- 
ing while the patient has, but 
logic is ignored. 


It was interesting to notice re- 
cently that the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine has a report of 
some statistics concerning the 
smoking habit. These may con- 
vince people that some doctors 
are enough impressed by their 
own findings, at least in one field, 
to practice what they are forced 
to preach. 


This report gives the results of 
the smoking habits of doctors liv- 
ing in Massachusetts who were

You are Dick Donovan who refused to lose. You 


lost more games than you won for a pennant club this 
season, but when all the chips were down Manager Al 
Lopez called on you. 


You've always been one of the game’s great competitors, but 
never greater than you were when you stepped on the stage of 
0’ Psessiioc’s s Chinese Theater Tuesday afternoon. If the dramatic 
script had been written in nearby Hol- 
lywood, no one would have believed it. 


Your Chisox were dangling off the 
cliff of extinction when you started 
warming up in the bullpen. Jim Rivera 
had saved the day in the seventh with 
a phenomenal catch of Charlie Neal's 
prodigious drive to right-center. If 
Lopez hadn’t stationed Rivera in right 
in the seventh, your turn wouldn’t have 
come in the pulsating eighth. You 
would have had to settle for the losers’ 
share of the record World Series purse, 
and you've always been a winner. 


Bob Shaw, the stellar young 
right-hander, was pitching the 
same type of game you did last 
Sunday. He wasn’t as sharp as you 
had been for six innings, but he 
carried a 1-0 lead into the eighth. 


It then appeared that the dice of 
destiny were loaded against your teammates when Jim Landis, who 
has few defensive peers, lost Wally Moon's routine fly in the sun.

The managerial wheels started humming as Ron Fairly was 
announced as a pinch hitter for Don Demeter. Fairly swings from 
the left side, so Lopez waved in southpaw Billy Pierce.
